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O paſs by the Controverfies of theſe Latter- 
Times, to highly diſputed both io Ink & Blood, 
and the many eminent and viſible Signs, which 
have appeared (as it were) from the VVindows of Hea- 
ven,to the Sons of Men, give ns leave, a little,to enter 1n- 
to the ſad Contemplations of Exg/ane's preſicnt eſtate & 
condition, and compare it with preccdeht Ages, when 
through her Blindneſs and Iniquity, ſhe remained obſi1- 
nate and witful, refuſing to have her averſneſs ſearched 
by a Divine Hand, and oy have her Tyrannical Luv 
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neſs ſubverted,and equally poized within the ballance of 
the Peoples Freedoms : Which 15 doubtlcſs ſo much the 
greater, by how much rhelcls we are ſenſible of theTe- 
vere Hand of GOD upon Us. For not many years ſince, 
clear it was to the Spirits of many precious Saints, who 
perſpicuovſly diſcerued a viſible Signal of the Great Jc- 
hovah's Favour and Goodneſstowards his People, even: 
by the Eye of Faith, obviouſly piercing throvgh many 
dark Clouds,and dreadful Comers;in the ſame Juncure 
of Time, when ſpecious pretences of Reformation, or 
New- Lights,or Glorious Days,took its extent and Lati- 
rude from te Scottiſh Territories yeteven then, and 
atthat vi ry timc,haduhe People grear tc@ſon 20 fuſpet;

them,& did too, apparently dwindle, For to begin with 
that which ſhould be moſt dear unto.a Nation,(the cſta«. 
blifſkment of Religion in.its purity and luſtee, andthe 1i- 
berties of the people in their prifiine Freedoms). who is 
not ſenſible how theſe two precious Jewels hath been 
ſurprized by profanc,ſacrilegious, mercinary,and Prela- 
tical hands z whilſt the Name of the Goſpel, and Refor- 
mation,hath been uſed as a Stalking-horſe, to diſgyiTe:& 
p4lliarethe blackeſt Defſignes the Sun ever looked wpon.

altonithed, ' eſpecially ar; the dreadful noile of Druras 
beartng,and Trumpers ſounding, which cauſed as gteart 
altonithmenr,as wonder; by reaſon they ſaw noVWarlike 
Bands viſible ar preſent; Yer no ſooner had this Eccho 
poſſe(s'd them with various Rumivations,but Immediat- 
ly they began to: difcern ſeveral \Warlike Troops and 
Companics,arraying chemſclves in Batralia ; and afcer 
ſome pickeering, and vollies preſented between ſeveral

Ir is obſervable, That not long after this Wonder from 
Heaven, had, preſented it ſelf tothe Inhabitants of the

Serenes from irs illuſtrious ipfluences, This 
Star was ſeen for the ſpace of two Nights conſtantly g- 
bout ten of the Clock; yer in ſeveral Forms z as {ome- 
times like a ficry Dragon; z ſometimes like a flaming 
Sward:z,and ſometimes in an Qyal Form,caſting forth'a 
Coal flame as big as a buſhel, »- and ALvers {parking 
-0als,

on the firſt of this inſtant 2farch,ar Ferry- Bridges in York- 
ſhrre,within two miles of Poxntefra8 z the manner thus : 
Between 12 and one of the Clock inthe morning , the 
Miniſter,Sexton,Clerk,and ſome others, received an Al- 
larm, by ringing of the Bells in the Steeple 3; who being 
ſomewhat aſtoniſhed therear, [repaired forthwith tothe 
Church; and going up- intro rhe Belfree,there appeared 4 
viſibleſhapes of men, with a Candle burning, fticking 


againſt the Wall; Whereupon the Miniſter bare up to 


them,ſaying : 1 the Name of the Father, of the Son,and of 
the Holy Ghoſt; From” whence come you, .whar is your 
buſineſs 2 and what make you here? A Voice anſwered, 

/e come to feprove you of Sin and Back-fliding.There- 
fore;Repent, Repent, Or elſe this preſent year willa great 
Plague and Famine,befall both People and Cattle. .Up-
